For  Mark  First,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is 
an  extension  of  his  family’s  home.  At  PAS 
he  and  his  family  are  inspired  and  find 
friendship  at  the  same  time  as  they  help 
weave  the  fabric  of  the  community.  Their 
involvement  stems  directly  from  Mark’s  childhood.  Mark 
grew  up  in  the  Philadelphia  suburbs,  where  he  was  the 
third  generation  in  his  family  to  attend  Har  Zion  Temple, 
a  leading  Conservative  synagogue.  There  he  developed  a 
lifelong  love  for  Shabbat  services  and  Jewish  community, 
and  he  got  to  know  his  wife,  Rachael.  They  were  classmates 
in  Hebrew  School,  attended  each  other’s  Bar  and  Bat 
Mitzvah,  and  were  married  at  Har  Zion. 

Once  married,  Rachael  and  Mark  moved  to  New  York  City’s 
Upper  East  Side  and  looked  for  a  synagogue  like  Har  Zion. 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was  similar  in  heritage,  traditions 
and  spirituality,  and  they  joined  without  much  further 
thought.  It  could  not  have  been  a  better  choice. 

Park  Avenue  has  become  a  critical  part  of  Mark  and 
Rachael’s  lives.  Ten  years  ago,  when  she  was  honored  as 
Kallat  B’reishit,  Rachael  described  the  synagogue  as  “our 
family’s  home  away  from  home.”  Their  children  Alyssa 
and  Adam  have  grown  up  here  surrounded  by  friends  and 
supportive  and  inspirational  clergy.  PAS  has  touched  the 
family’s  lives  from  the  children’s  baby  naming  and  brit  to 
their  bnei  mitzvah;  from  the  ECC  through  adult  education; 
from  Shabbat  services  to  saying  Kaddish  at  daily  minyan; 
and  including  one  of  the  first  congregational  trips  to  Israel. 


Mark  is  aware  of  the  fortune  he  has  had  in  his  life.  He 
learned  from  his  parents  and  from  his  Jewish  heritage  that 
“giving  back  is  just  something  you  do.”  Rachael  served  as  a 
Trustee  for  many  years,  as  an  officer,  and  has  been  involved 
at  PAS  in  more  ways  than  Mark  can  count.  Following  in 
Alyssa’s  footsteps  Adam  is  currently  a  co-director  of  the 
Food  Pantry.  Mark  has  provided  oversight  to  the  Food 
Pantry,  serves  as  co-chair  of  the  finance  committee  and 
as  a  Trustee  on  the  Board,  and  helped  arrange  financing 
for  the  purchase  of  the  East  89th  Street  building.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Sanctuary  Task  Force  and  served  on  the 
search  committee  that  brought  Rabbi  Witkovsky  to  our 
community. 

Mark  earned  a  BS  in  Economics  at  the  Wharton  School 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  later  an  MBA  at 
Harvard  Business  School.  After  years  as  an  investment 
banker  at  Morgan  Stanley,  Mark  joined  an  investment 
firm,  Eos  Partners,  soon  after  it  was  founded  and  has  been 
there  for  more  than  twenty  years,  making  private  equity 
investments  in  growing  middle  market  private  companies. 
Mark  enjoys  working  with  entrepreneurs  to  help  them  bring 
their  visions  and  dreams  to  reality,  and  to  build  and  grow 
highly  effective  organizations.  ‘Ultimately,”  says  Mark,  “it  is 
all  about  the  people,”  and  working  with  people  and  making 
a  difference  is  what  he  enjoys  the  most.

In  her  family  life  and  in  her  career, 
Shereen  Rutman  cherishes  tradition 
and  delights  in  watching  successive 
generations  reshape  the  Jewish 
community  to  fit  their  own  times. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  first  caught  Shereen's  attention 
more  than  30  years  ago  when  she  happened  to  walk  by  and 
noticed  the  Nathan  Rapaport  sculpture  of  Janusz  Korczak 
on  the  building's  facade.  As  the  daughter  of  Holocaust 
survivors,  she  was  moved  by  the  building's  dedication. 

Later,  when  she  and  Howard  became  engaged  and  wanted  a 
synagogue  wedding,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was  the  logical 
place,  since  his  parents  were  members.  Once  married, 
Shereen  and  Howard  joined  PAS  as  well.  By  now,  they  have 
experienced  every  possible  lifecycle  event  at  the  synagogue: 
their  aufruf,  their  wedding,  Melissa's  baby  naming  and 
Stephen's  brit  milah,  their  bnei  mitzvah,  and  the  funerals  of 
parents. 

Shereen  has  worked  on  many  events  that  are  now  PAS 
traditions.  Her  involvement  at  the  synagogue  began  when 
she  was  the  ECC  representative  for  the  first  Mitzvah  Day. 
She  went  on  to  co-chair  the  ECC  Parents  Association  with 
Susan  Silverman  and  served  on  the  Family  Education 
Committee  under  Marcia  Colvin.  She  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board,  serving  as  liaison  to  both  the  ECC  and  the 
YFE  divisions.  She  has  also  served  on  numerous  rabbinical, 
cantorial,  and  educational  staff  search  committees  and 
most  memorably,  co-chaired  several  PAS  Galas  together 
with  Susan  Silverman  and  Andy  Baumann  Lustig.  Initiating 
another  PAS  tradition,  Shereen  was  in  the  first  cohort  of 
Melton  learners  at  PAS. 


early  childhood  educator  with  a  degree  from  Bank  Street, 
Shereen  was  the  founding  director  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Synagogue  Preschool;  the  school  continues  to  thrive.  When 
the  demands  of  caring  for  elderly  parents  led  Shereen  to 
work  part-time,  she  supervised  graduate  education  students 
and  served  as  the  lay  leader  of  the  UJA-Federation  of  NY 
Jewish  continuity  task  force  that  supported  '‘Beginning 
Jewish  Families.”  This  task  force  initiated  the  Jewish  family 
website  Kveller.com. 

Currently  Associate  Director  of  The  92nd  Street  Y 
Nursery  School,  Shereen  feels  fortunate  that  her  work  and 
synagogue  lives  are  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  share 
parallel  values  of  ritual  and  history.  She  feels  honored  to 
watch  children  discover  how  wondrous  life  is  and  to  work 
with  families  as  they  discover  how  Jewish  values  and  rituals 
enrich  life. 

Shereen  deeply  appreciates  the  way  the  PAS  community 
has  enhanced  her  life  for  over  30  years,  enveloping  her  and 
her  family  in  times  of  joy  and  in  times  of  hardship.  She  has 
made  many  dear  friends  and  is  delighted  that  Howard's 
family  are  members.  Sharing  holidays,  sitting  under  the 
Sanctuary  windows  dedicated  to  Howard’s  parents,  Shereen 
has  a  deep  sense  of  being  part  of  synagogue's  long  history 
and  of  generations  continuing  to  reshape  tradition.
